A  Year  for  the  Ladies 


During  one  of  the  school  meetings  in  the  spring, 
Ms.  Tullis  Sessions,  a  gifted  New  York  actress 
and  propagandist  for  women's  rights,  impersonated  a 
series  of  dynamic  and  varied  women  from  United 
States  History.  Although  her  controversial  perfor- 
mance was  intensely  discussed  and  widely  applauded, 
she  could  easily  have  drawn  her  models  from  im- 
pressive females  from  this  year's  graduating  class  at 
Governor  Dummer.  This  is  not  to  say  that  the  males 
were  upstaged;  but  looking  back  over  the  year,  no 
one  could  say  that  coeducation  at  the  Academy  was 
being  taken  for  granted:  the  ladies,  as  much  as  the 
men,  have  made  the  school  their  own. 

A  few  examples:  Sue  Perry  became  the  first  student 
in  Governor  Dummer  history  to  win  twelve  varsity 
letters  —  four  in  each  of  her  sports  —  soccer,  basket- 
ball and  lacrosse.  Vinca  Ingram  directed  an  unusually 
strong  spring  drama  —  Woody  Allen's  Play  It  Again, 
Sam  —  with  monumental  self-assurance;  and  when 
her  leading  lady  became  seriously  ill  between  the  two 
performances,  Vinca  learned  and  very  effectively  per- 
formed that  part  for  the  second  night. 

Cynthia  Pfeiffer,  who  has  also  succeeded  in  drama, 
music  and  athletics,  has  led  her  class  academically  for 
three  years  and  this  spring  won  the  school's  highest 
honor  —  The  Morse  Flag.  Kim  Wilson,  winner  of  the 
school's  music  prize,  played  her  flute  accompanied  by 
the  organ  in  the  Moseley  Chapel  on  one  day  and  with 
the  school's  successful  jazz  group,  The  Big  Wind,  in 
Thompson  Auditorium  on  the  next. 

Benay  Lazo,  one  of  the  liveliest  seniors,  played  a 
series  of  saucy  ladies  on  the  stage,  including  merry 
Alisoun  from  Chaucer's  "Miller's  Tale";  she  wrote  for 
the  Archon,  accumulated  a  bushel  of  varsity  letters  — 
and  while  running  the  Senior  Superlatives,  along  with 


Guri  Hamilton,  at  the  senior  dinner  carried  away  the 
prize  for  "the  biggest  dimples."  On  nights  when,  like 
most  seniors,  she  had  let  slide  her  evening  study  time, 
Benay  spread  out  on  the  floor  of  her  corridor  study- 
ing into  the  small  hours  of  the  morning,  getting  a 
Cum  Laude  average  and  an  admission  to  Wellesley 
College. 

These  achievements  by  selected  individuals  can  be 
paralleled  in  significance  by  the  accomplishments  of 
groups  of  girls.  Of  the  eight  Governor  Dummer 
students  whose  poetry  was  chosen  to  be  read  at  Ex- 
eter's Poetry  Festival  this  year,  six  were  girls.  Gover- 
nor Dummer 's  first  three  black  girls  performed  well 
academically.  One,  Roechelle  Smith,  perhaps  the 
school's  most  talented  dancer,  also  led  the  freshman 
class  academically.  The  girl's  lacrosse  team  lost  only 
in  its  final  game  against  St.  George's,  a  game  attended 
by  hundreds  of  excited  students,  parents,  faculty  and 
friends  —  the  largest  rooting  section  of  the  year. 
Academically,  girls  won  the  top  honors  not  only  in 
English,  French  and  History  but  also  in  that  area  of 
traditional  male  dominance  —  mathematics. 

It  would  be  perfectly  easy  to  write  similarly  im- 
pressive reports  of  the  young  men  who  individually 
and  in  groups  made  this  year  at  Governor  Dummer 
the  impressive  year  it  was.  But  it  is  especially  gratify- 
ing to  know  that  in  the  times  when  women's  respon- 
sibilities, rights  and  talents  are  being  quite  justly  pro- 
moted, Governor  Dummer  is  as  supportive  of  their 
development  as  it  is.  It  makes  the  school's  decision  to 
embrace  coeducation  seem  sensible,  humane  and 
creative.

Many  will  recall  the  first-place  Ambrose  Speaking 
prize  speech  given  by  Community  Council  President 
Daniel  Cross,  "Radar",  as  he  is  affectionately  called 
by  all  (including  Senator  Kennedy  during  an  April 
visit  to  the  campus).  Dan  reflected  on  the 
cohesiveness  of  the  class,  and  the  school,  which  had 
lived,  worked  and  grown  together  through  a  series  of 
common  experiences. 


The  seven  Special  Prizes  illustrated  the  depth  of 
character  and  leadership  in  a  class  marked  with  vigor 
unexcelled  in  recent  GDA  history.  Morse  Flag  winner 
Cynthia  Pfeiffer  and  Academy  Prize  winner  Mike 
Morison  clearly  deserved  their  prestigious  awards. 
Happily  for  the  school,  there  was  a  host  of  others 
who  could  have  carried  those  honors  with  almost 
equal  distinction. 

Graduation  Exercises  on  a  perfect  June  morning 
were  highlighted  by  the  address  of  former  Senator 
John  C.  Culver,  who  charged  the  students  to  use  the 
caring  and  concern  reflected  in  their  GDA  careers  in 
dealing  with  the  issues  which  face  the  world  today. 
His  message  was  similar  to  that  earlier  delivered  by 
Senator  Kennedy  in  that  today's  youth  must  use  its 
energy  to  prevent  nuclear  catastrophe  and  address  the 
range  of  human  problems. 

The  rush  to  jump  the  old  stone  wall  behind  the 
Mansion  House  was  as  frantic,  confused  and  joyous 
as  ever.  A  benign  fate  sees  to  it  that  no  injuries  occur. 
One  marvels  at  the  aftermath  filled  with  yelps  of  hap- 
piness, postponed  goodbyes,  tears  of  melancholy,  of 
joy,  and  congratulations  all  around:  the  seeming 
endless  scene  of  people  enjoying  the  final  moments  of 
Commencement . 

Graduation  Exercises  1981  marked  the  end  of  what 
has  been  a  simply  outstanding  year  for  the  school.  As 
is  the  case  with  any  school,  GDA  is  not  without  its 
troubled  moments.

Alumni  Profile 


As  the  world  in  which  we  live  is  made  increasingly 
smaller  by  technological  advances  and  by  closer 
international  relations,  the  role  of  international 
organizations  becomes  progressively  larger  and  more 
significant.  The  United  Nations  and  its  satellite 
organizations  have  developed  into  vital  pieces  in  the 
world  puzzle. 

Prominent  among  these  institutions  is  the  World 
Health  Organization,  with  its  Assistant  Director- 
General  Warren  Furth  '45.  As  a  lawyer  and  renowned 
international  administrator,  Mr.  Furth  has  directed  the 
Administrative  Services  dispensed  by  the  largest  inter- 
national health  organization  in  the  world  and  last 
year  initiated  and  became  coordinator  of  the  Special 
Programs  for  Research  and  Training  in  Tropical 
Diseases. 

Born  in  Vienna,  Austria,  this  fifty-eight  year-old 
alumnus  is  no  stranger  to  the  world  of  international 
affairs.  Following  his  graduation  from  Governor 
Dummer  in  1945,  he  attended  Harvard  College  and 
Harvard  Law  School,  where  he  received  his  J.D.  in 
1952.  He  quickly  moved  into  the  international  sphere 
when  he  began  working  for  the  International  Labour 
Office  in  Geneva,  Switzerland. 

Mr.  Furth  spent  eleven  years  with  the  I.L.O.  and  by 
1970  was  the  Chief  of  Personnel  and  Administrative 
Services.  When  in  1971  the  World  Health  Organiza- 
tion beckoned,  and  he  moved  over  to  the  position  of 
Assistant  Director-General  in  Geneva.  During  his 
tenure  the  Organization  has  made  its  presence  increas- 
ingly felt  around  the  globe;  without  his  initiative  and 
energy  many  now  successful  programs  would  not  be 
at  their  recent  high  levels  of  effectiveness. 

Many  in  this  country  either  are  not  aware  of  the 
World  Health  Organization  or  are  unclear  as  to  its 
function  in  the  overall  world  picture.  Established  in 
1948  as  a  part  of  the  United  Nations  system,  WHO 
was  created  to  protect  and  promote  health  among  all 
the  peoples  of  the  world.  As  stated  in  the  first  article 
of  its  Constitution,  the  sole  objective  of  WHO  is  "the 
attainment  by  all  peoples  of  the  highest  possible  level 
of  health." 

To  achieve  this  ambitious  objective,  WHO  acts  as 
the  directing  and  coordinating  authority  on  interna- 
tional health  work.  With  a  budget  of  $427  million  col- 
lected from  its  156  member  states,  WHO  performs 
many  vital  functions  that  are  beneficial  to  all  nations, 
developed  and  underdeveloped.  Through  its  efforts  to 
promote  international  standards  of  health,  food, 
biological  and  pharmaceutical  products  and  its  work 
to  eradicate  epidemic  and  endemic  diseases  such  as 
smallpox,  malaria,  tuberculosis,  cholera  and  many 
others,  WHO  has  effectively  enhanced  international 
trade  and  cooperation  for  businesses,  governments 
and  private  citizens. 

Although  this  brief  description  of  WHO  barely 
scratches  the  surface  of  its  activity,  impact  and  in- 
fluence, it  certainly  reflects  upon  the  concern  and 
compassion  of  those  involved  in  the  organization.  Mr. 
Furth,  in  particular,  is  a  man  who  puts  the  welfare  of 
others  and  the  work  of  WHO  well  above  his  own  im- 
portance and  prominence.  As  is  the  case  with  many 
humanitarians,  the  cause  is  much  greater  than  the  in- 
dividual and  his  own  desires  and  ambitions. 

Mr.  Furth  stresses  that  "health  begins  at  home,  in 
the  schools,  in  the  fields  and  in  the  factories"  and  that 
health  is  "intimately  woven  into  the  fabric  of  the

quality  of  life  and  is  the  common  denominator  for 
economic  and  social  development."  With  a  goal  of 
"Health  for  all  by  the  year  2000"  the  dreams  of  Furth, 
WHO  and  the  world  may  become  reality  much  sooner 
than  expected. 

The  goals,  and  values,  held  by  such  men  are  cer- 
tainly attributable  to  many  people,  places  and  ex- 
periences. Growing  up  in  an  international  family, 
becoming  fluent  in  three  languages,  together  with 
many  other  circumstances  contributed  to  this  man's 
provocative  actions  and  thoughts.  Mr.  Furth  does, 
however,  give  some  credit  to  Governor  Dummer. 

GDA  was,  in  effect,  his  first  introduction  to  the 
American  way  of  life  in  that  it,  according  to  Furth, 
"taught  one  tolerance  and  respect  for  people  who  are 
different  from  oneself."  In  this  position  Mr.  Furth 
makes  his  living  through  the  written  word.  He 
reflects,  "I  have  been  exceedingly  fortunate  to  have 
had  two  superb  English  teachers,  Mac  Murphy  and 
Tom  Mercer,  who  taught  me  everything  I  know  about 
writing." 

Attending  GDA  during  World  War  II  was  a  time 
for  reflection  and  idealism.  "There  was  a  lot  of  discus- 
sion at  GDA  at  the  time  of  how  we  could  contribute 
to  the  building  of  peace  and  the  elimination  of  human 
want  and  misery.  I  feel  that  living  and  learning  in  this 
environment  may  have  influenced  my  later  decision  to 
work  for  international  organizations  devoted  to  the 
maintenance  of  peace  and  the  welfare  of  mankind." 

Warren  Furth  deserves  not  only  our  praise  but  also 
our  support  in  his  efforts  to  make  our  world  a  closer, 
more  compassionate  and  healthier  place.

Faculty  Profile 


In  January,  1949,  Headmaster  Ted  Eames  had  the 
foresight  to  hire  a  young  economics  graduate  from 
Princeton  with  the  formidable  name  of  George  Heber- 
ton  Evans  III.  Two  years  later  Heb  was  drafted  into  a 
heavy  mortar  company,  and  his  tour  of  duty  included 
a  trip  to  Germany.  He  returned  in  1953  and  has  just 
finished  his  30th  year  of  incomparable  service  to 
Governor  Dummer. 

A  diversity  of  interests  and  a  close  family  life  in 
Baltimore  characterized  his  early  years,  and  his  love 
of  academics  and  athletics  was  fostered  at  the  Gilman 
School  prior  to  his  years  at  Princeton.  His  ability 
(among  many  others)  to  translate  a  Latin  passage,  his 
concern  for  students  as  individuals,  and  his  sense  of 
fairness  and  sportsmanship  have  made  the  three 
decades  he  has  spent  here  rewarding  for  Governor 
Dummer  students. 

Countless  students  have  learned  their  math  in  his 
classroom  where  the  rapid  pace  and  stentorian  tones 
make  lapses  of  attention  impossible.  Many  of  those 
same  pupils  have  traveled  with  apprehension  to  his 
study  for  help,  where  they  have  found  a  willing  tutor, 
a  jar  of  candy,  and  a  teacher  who  would  assist  with  a 
solution  —  but  not  do  the  problem  for  them.  This 
same  warmth  has  been  open  to  those  who  needed  a 
little  help  in  Latin  or  just  some  free  time  in  a  con- 
genial atmosphere. 

Perhaps  Heb  is  best  known  for  his  successful 
athletic  teams.  His  twenty-nine  varsity  wrestling 
teams  have  produced  a  record  of  176  wins,  93  losses, 
and  7  ties.  Twenty-six  varsity  lacrosse  teams  have 
won  217,  lost  111,  and  tied  2.  Among  the  more 
outstanding  wrestling  teams  have  been  the  undefeated 
ones  in  1956-57,  1958-59,  1959-60,  1961-62,  and 
1962-63.  The  latter  two  were  also  the  Class-A  cham- 
pions. Heb's  outstanding  lacrosse  teams  must  include 
the  1966  group  which  won  the  Benjamin  C.  Haviland 
Trophy  as  the  outstanding  team  in  New  England  and 
the  1977  squad  that  won  the  Northern  New  England 
Division  I  championship.  Among  the  honors  that  he 
has  earned  are  the  Coach  of  the  Year  in  the  above 
division  for  1976  and  his  selection  as  Head  Coach  of 
the  Eastern  team  in  the  prep-school  All-Star  game  in 
1967.  In  an  area  where  longevity  and  consistency  of 
success  are  revered,  Heb's  teams  have  won  over  60 
percent  of  nearly  1000  varsity  games  played,  many  of 
them  against  larger  schools  and  among  the  strongest 
competition  in  New  England.  Not  so  evident  are  the 
meetings  that  he  attends  on  behalf  of  his  athletes  and 
the  teams,  the  fact  that  he  originated  the  Class-A, 
Sub-Varsity,  and  Pre-Christmas  wrestling  tour- 
naments, and  that  he  publishes  newsletters  to  keep  his 
former  athletes  current  on  the  status  of  their  sport. 
The  tremendous  annual  response  to  the  Alumni 
lacrosse  game  ("the  grandaddy  of  them  all")  is  a 
tribute  by  his  players  to  a  great  coach.  Perhaps  the 
greatest  tribute  of  all  came  from  interim  wrestling 
coach  John  Bright  who  credited  the  undefeated  season 
during  Heb's  first  season  away  in  the  army  to  the 
training  that  Heb  had  given  the  team  during  the 
preceding  year.

Heb  Evans  the  author  is  not  as  well  known  in  the 
community.  Not  many  realize  that  he  has  written  four 
published  books:  Lacrosse  Fundamentals  (1966), 
Canoeing  Wilderness  Waters  (1975),  Canoe  Camping 
(1977),  and  The  Rupert  That  Was  (1978).  In  addition, 
there  are  numerous  magazine  articles  that  have  been 
published,  some  things  unpublished,  and  very  likely 
something  in  the  typewriter  right  now.  The  expertise 
in  the  outdoors  has  been  accumulated  over  more  than 
30  years  at  Hyde  Bay,  Wabun,  and  Keewaydin 
camps.  One  needs  only  to  walk  into  Heb's  study  to 
see  how  important  these  summers  are  to  him.  His  love 
of  the  wilderness  is  underlined  by  the  cabin  he  has 
built  on  his  island  in  Ontario  where  he  spends 
whatever  time  he  can  find  between  his  other  obliga- 
tions. 

Often  lost  among  the  won-lost  records  and  suc- 
cessful college  board  scores  are  Heb's  tremendous 
diversity  of  interest  and  his  devotion  to  the  communi- 
ty. It  was  Heb  who  organized  the  Christmas  service 
that  is  still  being  celebrated  by  the  school;  it  is  Heb 
who  provides  faculty  children  with  Winnie  the  Pooh 
books  and  stories;  it  is  Heb  who  will  preach  a  sermon 
in  chapel  or  give  a  Friday  night  program  whenever  he 
is  asked;  and  it  is  Heb  who  annually  gets  his  dor- 
mitory together  to  decorate  the  Christmas  tree  outside 
of  his  door  that  brightens  the  holiday  nights  long  after 
all  the  decorators  have  scattered  for  vacation.  Heb 
maintains  a  great  sense  of  how  things  should  be  for 
the  school,  and  he  is  willing  to  quietly  call  attention 
to  matters  when  they  diverge  from  that  standard.  He 
always  does  so  through  the  proper  channels,  and  no 
one  other  than  those  with  whom  he  has  discussed  an 
issue  will  ever  know  how  he  felt  about  it.  This  loyalty 
is  evident  regardless  of  whether  a  decision  goes  in  a 
direction  that  he  favored  or  one  that  he  opposed.  He 
is  a  quiet  force  acting  for  the  good  of  the  whole  com- 
munity. 

It  is  difficult  to  draw  a  complete  picture  of  the 
value  of  any  man.  There  is  much  more  to  Heb  than 
the  tweed  jackets,  the  strong  voice,  and  the  three 
generations  of  his  dogs  that  follow  him  to  class.  One 
must  marvel  at  his  accomplishments  and  one  must 
respect  what  he  gives  to  the  community.  Thirty  years 
ago  Ted  Eames  must  have  sensed  some  of  this  in  the 
young  man  from  Princeton.  Heb  Evans  is  a  man  who 
is  perfectly  suited  to  be  what  he  is  and  to  do  what  he 
does:  he  possesses  the  talent,  the  temperament,  and 
the  disposition  of  great  school  master.

Senator  Kennedy  Visits  GDA 


Classes,  conferences,  meals,  and  activities  —  the 
routine  of  the  school  day  —  are  rarely  inter- 
rupted for  anything  or  anybody.  But  when  the  senior 
United  States  Senator  from  Massachusetts  decides  to 
visit,  the  day  is  altered  to  accommodate  his  schedule, 
and  the  campus  literally  buzzes  with  excitement  over 
his  arrival. 

The  visit  of  Senator  Edward  Kennedy  on  April  21 
was  certainly  one  of  the  highlights  of  a  beautiful  and 
hectic  spring.  Senator  Kennedy  decided  to  visit  GDA 
at  the  encouragement  of  Mr.  Edward  Mulligan  P'71, 
who  is  the  Chairman  of  Towle  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany and  a  prominent  Newburyport  and 
Massachusetts  businessman.  Following  a  breakfast 
meeting  in  Newburyport,  Senator  Kennedy  came  to 
GDA  and  was  welcomed  by  Headmaster  Jack  Ragle 
and  Community  Council  President  Daniel  Cross. 

Kennedy's  talk  to  the  assembled  body  of  students, 
faculty  and  staff  focused  on  the  influence  that  young 
people  can  have  on  policy  decisions.  He  pointed  out 
the  direct  impact  that  youth  had  in  the  civil  rights 
movement,  the  opposition  to  the  Vietnam  War,  and 
the  push  for  an  Equal  Rights  Amendment.  Senator 
Kennedy  made  clear  that  many  feel  that  today's  youth 
is  both  apathetic  and  ineffective.  But  he  disagreed 
with  that.  He  charged  the  GDA  students  to  "Resolve 
fairly  and  equitably  the  problems  that  face  our  na- 
tion," and  concluded,  "young  idealism  has  kept  this 
nation  secure." 

Kennedy's  comments  were  well  received,  he  then 
adeptly  took  control  of  the  crowd  and  involved  the 
students  in  quick  opinion  polls  to  get  their  feelings  on 
the  importance  of  certain  issues.  The  students  in- 
dicated their  concern  with  unemployment  and  infla- 
tion as  well  as  with  energy  conservation  and  issues  in- 
volved with  the  environment  and  foreign  policy.

The  floor  then  opened  up  to  questions  from  the  au- 
dience which  the  Senior  Senator  handled  with  a  prac- 
ticed political  flare.  Kennedy  put  forward  his  view,  in 
repsonse  to  a  question  from  David  Critics  '81,  that  the 
military  must  increase  its  basic  pay  and  benefits  and 
upgrade  the  training  of  reserve  units.  He  also  spoke 
on  the  issues  of  oil  company  drilling  off  George's 
Bank,  Proposition  2V/2  in  Massachusetts,  alternative 
energy  resources  and  socialized  medicine. 

The  session  closed  after  over  an  hour.  The  Senator 
then  walked  around  the  campus  for  a  few  minutes 
and  chatted  with  Headmaster  Jack  Ragle  and  groups 
of  students  and  staff.  After  spending  an  hour  and  a 
half  on  campus,  he  departed  for  Gloucester  and 
another  engagement. 

The  visit  of  Senator  Kennedy  was  a  thoroughly  ex- 
citing experience  for  the  school.  There  was  national 
press  coverage  of  his  visit  as  his  day  in  Newburyport, 
Byfield  and  Gloucester  was  the  kickoff  for  his  1982  re- 
election campaign.  Although  GDA  didn't  make  the 
network  news  (much  to  the  chagrin  of  the  student 
body),  the  Senator  did  give  GDA  some  important 
visibility. 

The  students  were  quite  taken  by  this  man  and  no 
doubt  learned  that  those  people  who  make  decisions 
of  national  importance  are  human  as  well.  Although 
many  have  stressed  the  importance  of  public  con- 
science and  involvement  to  our  students,  having  a  na- 
tional figure  encourage  them  made  an  impact. 

GDA  was  privileged  to  have  the  Senator  as  a  guest 
and  hopes  that  he  will  return  to  Byfield  again.

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Washington  Week  II 


It  was  eight  o'clock  on  a  misty  Saturday  morning 
when  the  green  van  —  driven  by  Mr.  Clagett  — 
emerged  from  behind  Phillips,  packed  with  bulging 
luggage,  a  seemingly  endless  supply  of  boxed  lunches 
and  eight  groggy  students,  all  on  their  way  to 
Washington,  D.C.  This  year's  trek  to  the  nation's 
capital,  made  possible  through  the  generosity  of  Mr. 
&  Mrs.  Roland  Hornet,  and  organized  by  their  son 
Daniel  C.  Cross  '81,  was  a  fascinating  opportunity  to 
see  our  federal  government  in  action. 

For  one  week,  April  25  to  May  2,  we  were  immers- 
ed in  the  workings  and  intricacies  of  the  government, 
meeting  with  a  number  of  officials  from  Supreme 
Court  Justice  Potter  Stewart  to  a  member  of  the  Royal 
Danish  Embassy,  while  also  touring  the  capital. 

On  Monday  we  had  our  first  outing  into  the  city, 
as  we  made  visits  to  various  museums  and 
monuments,  as  well  as  a  side  trip  to  the  Bureau  of 
Engraving  and  Printing.  With  our  cameras  and  jour- 
nals in  hand,  we  were  all  beginning  to  feel  somewhat 
smug.  Our  omniscient  smiles  soon  faded,  however, 
for  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  came  visits  with 
Justice  Stewart,  Senator  Kennedy,  Mr.  Cincotta 
(special  assistant  to  the  Comptroller  of  Currency), 
Rear  Admiral  Newell  of  the  Navy  and  Former  Am- 
bassador to  Iran  and  Morocco,  S.W.  Rockwell.  We 
were  briefed  on  topics  ranging  from  United  States 
defense  policies  and  the  Middle  East  turmoil  to  the 
legal  and  economic  complications  of  large-scale  bank- 
ing in  the  U.S.  On  Thursday,  Congressman 
Mavroules  (MA)  and  Senators  Tsongas  (MA),  Warner 
(VA)  and  Humphrey  (NH)  provided  us  with  a  variety 
of  viewpoints  concerning  nuclear  power  and  energy 
alternatives,  gun  control,  capital  punishment  and 
President  Reagan's  budget  plan.  It  was  interesting  to 
hear  a  number  of  convincing  arguments,  both  pro  and 
con,  on  these  issues  and  a  challenge  to  piece  together 
our  own  opinions  out  of  the  facts  given.  The  week 


ended  on  Friday  with  a  visit  to  the  Royal  Danish  Em- 
bassy, where  we  discussed  the  role  of  the  Diplomatic 
Corps;  a  meeting  with  Undersecretary  of  State  James 
Buckley  and  a  final  conference  with  a  member  of  the 
national  news  desk  of  the  Washington  Post. 

A  variety  of  things  impressed  us  all  in  our  talks 
with  members  of  te  House  and  Senate  —  be  it  the 
ludicrous  amount  of  time  spent  legislating  trivial  mat- 
ters (the  Senate  Rule  &  Appropriations  Committee 
debated  for  forty  minutes  whether  or  not  to  close  the 
Senate  Barber  Shop),  or  the  meticulous  attention 
given  to  constituents'  letters;  but  probably  the  most 
consistent  message  from  our  interviews  was  crystaliz- 
ed  by  a  young  intern  attending  Georgetown  Universi- 
ty: "as  citizens  of  the  United  States  each  of  us,  as  an 
individual  or  collectively,  has  an  obligation  to  be  ac- 
tive in  and  aware  of  our  nation's  politics  and 
policies."  The  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  added  to  the 
intern's  statement  in  his  sermon  at  the  National 
Cathedral  by  saying  that  we  are  given  gifts,  be  they 
gifts  of  technology,  freedom  or  peace,  and  it  our 
obligation  to  "bring  light  and  life  to  the  world." 

By  the  end  of  the  week  we  were  all  exhausted,  hav- 
ing raced  through  Capitol  Hill  corridors  in  an  attempt 
to  meet  our  agenda;  however,  no  one  wanted  to 
leave.  The  stimulation  of  opinions  on  issues  in  the 
news,  opinions  often  challenged  by  Mr.  &  Mrs. 
Hornet,  and  the  political  awareness  nurtured  by  the 
events  of  our  visit  were  invaluable  experiences,  not  to 
be  found  in  the  classroom.  Having  grasped  a  sense  of 
responsibility  from  Washington,  a  responsiblity  to 
develop  a  government  more  effective  in  meeting  the 
needs  of  today's  citizens,  the  group  packed  its  bags 
and  started  back  north,  carrying  with  it  a  recognition 
of  its  privileges  in  government.

A  Singularly  Successful  Year

It  has  been  an  exceptional  year  for  the  athletics  at 
Governor  Dummer.  Our  teams  won  or  tied  over 
55%  of  the  447  contests  played.  One  must  go  back  to 
1965-66  to  find  a  better  over-all  record  by  all  teams  at 
all  levels. 

The  year  has  been  particularly  outstanding  at  the 
varsity  level  where  our  teams  have  won  two  of  every 
three  games  played.  Thirteen  of  twenty  varsity  teams 
posted  winning  records,  and  two  others  won  as  many 
games  as  they  lost.  Most  impressive  has  been  the  76% 
winning  record  accomplished  by  our  varsity  women's 
teams. 

New  coach  Bev  Guarino  took  her  women's  soccer 
team  through  an  undefeated  season  and  won  the  In- 
dependent School  League  Championship.  This 
highlighted  a  fall  of  many  successes.  Included  must  be 
the  resurgence  of  the  cross-country  team  that  battled 
to  a  five  win  and  five  loss  season  under  Coach  Dave 
Abusamra. 

Men's  basketball  won  their  third  I.S.L.  Champion- 
ship in  the  past  four  years,  and  Tom  Tindall's  team 
missed  duplicating  that  outstanding  record  in  Class-C 
Championships  by  three  points  as  a  second  half 
comeback  fell  short  in  the  championship  final.  Jeff 
Gosselin's  lady  basketeers  played  a  long  string  of 
outstanding  games,  but  lost  the  league  championship 
by  two  points  near  the  end  of  the  season.  They  were 
the  first  of  our  women's  teams  to  play  in  a  post- 
season tournament,  but  were  eliminated  by  Andover, 
who  had  also  placed  the  only  non-league  blemish  on 
GDA's  regular  season  record. 

One  should  also  mention  a  valiant  hockey  team 
that  posted  eleven  wins  and  earned  their  second  con- 
secutive winning  season.  They  missed  a  chance  at 
postseason  play  when  the  weather  prevented  them 
from  practicing  during  the  last  two  weeks  of  the 
season.  In  spite  of  that  handicap  they  took  two  of 
their  last  three  opponents  into  overtime,  losing  once 
and  tying  once,  as  their  season  ended  a  bit  earlier 
than  it  might  have. 

The  spring  was  highlighted  by  Coach  Betsy  Clark's 
outstanding  lacrosse  team  that  dropped  their  final 
game  of  the  season  by  a  single  goal.  With  only  two 
losses  in  two  seasons,  they  were  again  thwarted  in 
their  attempt  to  win  back  the  I.S.L.  Championship 
that  they  earned  three  years  ago.  The  golf  team  re- 
bounded from  a  disappointing  season  last  year  to  post 
a  seven  and  one  dual  meet  record.  The  golfers  also 
defeated  Andover  and  Exeter  in  round-robin  competi- 
tion to  bring  the  John  J.  Witherspoon  trophy  back  to 
Governor  Dummer. 

The  secret  of  this  recent  success  is  simple:  out- 
standing and  dedicated  people.  Good  coaching  and 
talented  athletes  are  the  ingredients  necessary  for 
athletic  success,  and  we  have  been  blessed  with  both. 
Experienced  coaches  such  as  Mike  Moonves  (baseball) 
and  Steve  Harrington  (hockey)  kept  their  squads  in 
contention  for  championships  although  they  didn't 
win  them.  Perhaps  the  best  example  is  Betsy  Clark,

who  posted  twenty-five  wins,  eleven  losses  and  a  tie 
in  her  three  coaching  seasons  this  year.  New  coach 
Mary  Ellen  Letvinchuk  produced  the  first  winning 
records  ever  among  women's  subvarsity  teams  with 
her  JV  field  hockey  and  basketball  squads. 

Outstanding  athletes  left  impressive  marks  on  GDA 
standards.  Terrence  Talley's  individual  basketball 
skills  are  now  legend  among  college  recruiters:  the 
three  teams  on  which  he  played  basketball  won  59 
games  and  lost  only  nine.  John  Pingree  won  All- 
League  recognition  as  a  quarterback  in  football  and  as 
an  infielder  in  baseball.  Furthermore,  he  was  singled 
out  as  the  outstanding  player  in  our  hockey  league, 
and  the  collective  record  of  his  three  1980-81  teams 
was  twenty-five  wins,  fifteen  losses,  and  two  ties  for 
the  year.  Susan  Perry  won  twelve  varsity  letters  dur- 
ing her  four  years  here.  She  was  repeatedly  chosen  an 
All-League  player  and  Most  Valuable  Player.  The 
overall  record  for  her  teams  since  1977  was  ninety- 
nine  wins,  forty-seven  losses,  and  four  ties;  and  this 
year  it  was  thirty-five  wins,  four  losses  and  one  tie. 

It  has  been  a  singularly  successful  year.  Many  in- 
dividuals have  shared  starring  and  supporting  roles  in 
that  success.  The  entire  school  reflects  pride  in  their 
accomplishments.  Some  of  our  athletes  are 
graduating,  and  a  couple  of  coaches  are  off  to  other 
pursuits.  Those  returning  will  work  to  carry  on  the 
pride  and  momentum  that  this  year  has  generated  for 
all  of  us.

Women's  Lacrosse  has 
Another  Fine  Season 

In  a  school  traditionally  dominated  by  men's  sports, 
the  1980-81  athletic  year  has  been  highlighted  by  the 
success  of  women's  teams. 

This  spring  the  women's  lacrosse  team  brought  to 
culmination  a  string  of  successes  extending  back  into 
the  fall.  They  registered  an  eleven  win  and  one  loss 
record  and  a  second  place  I.S.L.  record  (although  the 
team  had  a  better  overall  record  than  League  winner 
Nobles).  There  was  some  brilliant  women's  lacrosse 
played  on  the  Whipple  Field,  and  many  novice  spec- 
tators quickly  developed  into  dedicated  fans. 

The  high  points  of  the  season  were  many.  Three 
successive  victories  over  previously  undefeated  An- 
dover,  Groton  and  Exeter  teams  kept  alive  the  team's 
eleven-game  winning  streak.  All-League  players  Sue 
Perry  '81  (fifty-one  goals)  and  Cornelia  Woodworth 
'82  led  a  very  strong  attack  which  scored  well  over 
one  hundred  goals  this  year.  Seniors  Benay  Lazo  and 
Kathy  O'Leary  likewise  made  valuable  contributions 
to  the  attack  scoring  forty-one  goals  between  them. 

The  final  loss  was  certainly  a  bitter  pill  to  swallow. 
However,  the  fact  remains  that  over  the  last  two 
years  the  women's  lacrosse  team  has  lost  only  two 
games.  Some  fine  talent  graduated,  but  with  strong 
returning  sophomores  and  juniors  the  future  looks 
bright  for  GDA  Women's  Lacrosse.

Baseballers  Slug  Way 
to  Winning  Season 

Sporting  a  strong  hitting  attack  and  speed  on  the 
basepaths,  the  Governors  1981  baseball  team  ended  a 
fine  season  with  a  nine  win  and  five  loss  record. 

"We  went  out  there  and  tried  to  play  an  exciting 
brand  of  baseball,"  commented  Coach  Mike 
Moonves.  "There  was  some  real  speed  and  power  that 
we  tried  to  utilize  to  the  utmost,  and  in  many  cases  it 
paid  off."  Leading  the  hit  parade  as  Most  Valuable 
Player  John  Pingree  '81  who  batted  .404  with  twenty- 
one  stolen  bases  and  fifteen  runs  batted  in.  His  play  at 
shortstop  was  also  outstanding  and  his  high  fielding 
percentage  is  an  indication  of  the  way  in  which  he 
held  down  the  left  side  of  the  infield. 

Center  fielder  John  Gibbs  won  the  team  batting  title 
with  a  .422  average,  and  his  thirteen  RBI's  and  thir- 
teen runs  scored  proved  to  be  crucial  to  the  strength 
of  the  lineup. 

This  attack  was  supported  by  a  pitching  staff  that 
featured  senior  Bob  Griffin.  With  an  ERA  of  2.95 
Griffin  pitched  sixty-one  innings  in  eight  games  and 
was  the  workhorse  of  the  staff.  "He  just  got  stronger 
as  the  season  went  on,"  reflected  Moonves. 

The  Navins  Field  saw  some  exciting  hardball  this 
spring,  and  Coaches  Moonves  and  Metz  have  to  be 
pleased  with  their  team's  performance  this  year. 

Golfers  Excel  on  the  Links 

Golf  coach  Peter  McDonnell  kept  his  promise  of 
last  year  to  reverse  the  team's  one  and  six  record  by 
coming  up  with  an  impressive  seven  win,  one  loss 
record  this  season. 

Captain  Mike  Menyhart  '81  spoke  of  the  great 
coaching  of  McDonnell  and  the  pleasure  of  beating 
both  Exeter  and  Andover  this  year.  The  strong  trio  of 
Dan  McLaughlin  '83,  Menyhart  and  Scott  Maquire  '82 
was  a  big  factor  in  this  year's  success,  with  the 
Witherspoon  Cup  being  returned  to  GDA  this  year. 

Most  Valuable  Golfer  honors  went  to  four  year  let- 
ter winner  Mike  Menyhart,  who  was  undefeated  this 
year  and  was  described  by  his  coach,  "as  showing 
true  leadership  in  guiding  a  young  team  to  a  string  of 
victories." 

With  so  many  players  returning,  next  year  it  is 
assured  that  GDA  golf  will  continue  its  resurgence.

Track  Program  on  the  Move 

Both  the  men's  and  women's  track  teams  had  strong 
1981  seasons.  The  men's  team,  directed  by  Coach  Ed 
Rybicki,  posted  a  six  win  and  two  loss  dual  meet 
record  and  finished  fifth  in  the  Interscholastic  field  of 
twenty  teams. 

"The  big  victory  of  the  year  had  to  be  over  Bel- 
mont Hill,"  said  Rybicki.  "Our  runners  set  twelve  per- 
sonal records  and  turned  a  close  meet  into  a 
'runaway'  ".  The  team  had  the  very  even  distribution 
of  strength  which  is  greatly  needed  in  track  and  show- 
ed steady  improvement  over  the  course  of  the  year. 

Outstanding  performers  were  many  in  1981,  but 
Co-captain  Dave  Shula  '81  stood  out.  He  was  the 
team's  leading  scorer,  was  undefeated  in  dual  meet 
competition  in  the  triple  jump  and  was  New  England 
triple  jump  champ.  Andre  LaFleur  '83  was  the  New 
England  Prep  Champ  in  the  high  jump  and  the  fine 
distance  crew  of  Andy  Barton  '83  and  Greg  Skaff  '83 
performed  very  well  also. 

The  women's  program,  under  the  tutelage  of  Bill 
Sperry,  has  grown  tremendously  this  year  and  finish- 
ed with  a  four  win  and  two  loss  dual  meet  record  and 
a  third-place  finish  in  the  Class  B  Interscholastics. 

"In  the  championship  meet  we  had  twelve  girls 
score  points,  which  indicated  our  depth,"  observed 
Sperry.  An  exceptional  performance  was  turned  in  at 
that  same  meet  by  Co-MVP  Gail  Lattime  '82,  who 
recorded  a  meet  record  in  the  javelin  and  seconds  in 
the  shot  put  and  discus.  Distance  runner  and  Co-MVP 
Ann  Rooney  '82  set  school  records  in  the  1500  and 
3000  meter  runs,  and  with  many  other  outstanding 
runners  returning  next  year  the  propects  look  bright. 

"There  were  seven  school  records  set  this  year  and 
an  indication  of  team  strength  can  be  seen  in  the 
demolition  of  both  relay  records.  We'll  be  strong  next 
year,  but  will  certainly  miss  our  talented  and  spirited 
captain  Sue  Miller,  who  graduated,"  summed  up 
Sperry. 


Laxmen  Have  Rough  Year 

It  is  a  rare  season  when  Heb  Evans  and  Bob  Ander- 
son have  a  lacrosse  team  with  larger  numbers  in  the 
loss  column  than  in  the  win,  but  that  was  the  case 
this  year  as  the  laxmen  won  four  of  their  fourteen 
games. 

The  Class  of  1980  took  away  too  much  from  a 
strong  squad,  and  only  Senior  Caption  Mark  Whitney 
was  left  from  last  year's  defensive  starters.  The  team 
gave  up  over  one  hundred  goals,  which,  according  to 
Coach  Evans,  ".  .  .  is  close  to  being  the  worst  perfor- 
mance in  that  area  in  many  years." 

"We  weren't  really  blown  out  of  any  game,  but 
consistently  lost  the  one,  two  and  three  goal  games," 
according  to  Evans.  "There  were  moments  in  many  of 
our  games  when  the  offense  was  clicking  .  .  .  but  we 
gave  up  more  than  we  could  afford  and  still  win." 

Senior  Midfielder  Doug  Brown  had  an  effective 
year  scoring  twenty-one  goals  and  making  the  Nor- 
thern New  England  Division  One  All  Star  team. 
Sophomore  Chris  Laganas  led  the  team  in  scoring 
with  ten  goals  and  thirty-seven  assists,  and  he  returns 
in  1982  with  the  rest  of  the  attack. 

If  experienced  coaching  has  anything  to  do  with  it, 
GDA  lacrosse  will  be  back  on  the  winning  track  in 
1982. 


Tennis  Employs  Team  Concept 

The  GDA  courts  saw  a  lot  of  action  this  spring 
with  three  teams  vying  for  precious  court  time,  but 
the  time  was  used  effectively  as  the  men's  varsity 
team  finished  with  a  seven  win,  four  loss  record 
against  some  top  notch  competition. 

"We  had  strength  down  the  line  this  year,  and  this 
is  the  key  to  winning  matches  in  this  League,"  com- 
mented Coach  Wally  Rowe.  "Although  we  were 
buoyed  by  the  outstanding  play  of  Steve  Nicholson, 
we  could  never  have  won  all  of  those  matches 
without  our  depth." 

It  is  true,  however,  that  Nicholson  '83,  was  a 
crucial  aspect  of  the  team  effort.  He  won  forty-one  of 
the  forty-four  sets  played  and  provided  strength  from 
which  the  team  could  build.  Needless  to  say  he  was 
voted  to  the  I.S.L.  All-Star  Squad.  The  number  two 
player,  Jerome  Sweeney  '82,  had  a  winning  record 
"against  some  very  tough  competition"  according  to 
Rowe  and  was  voted  to  an  Honorable  Mention  spot 
on  the  I.S.L.  All-Star  team.

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The  State  of  the  Arts 


In  the  past  Governor  Dummer  has  been  known  for 
its  academic  steadfastness  and  its  athletic  prowess. 
Unfortunately,  GDA  has  been  relatively  unknown  for 
its  artistic  achievements.  Soon,  however,  the 
Academy  will  be  known  not  only  for  its  academic 
strength  and  its  athletic  success,  but  indeed,  for  the 
excellence  of  its  Fine  Arts  program,  all  three  of  these 
in  balance  and  all  contributing  to  the  stability  and 
health  of  the  school.  As  alumni,  parents  and  friends 
of  the  school,  you  have  an  awareness  of  how  impor- 
tant these  three  aspects  of  education  are  to  our  lives. 

The  benefits  of  all  three  are  obvious  and  important. 
As  I  ask  my  students,  "what  occupies  your  recreation 
time?"  the  answer  is  either  athletics  or  the  Arts. 
Athletically,  one  either  jogs,  swims,  sails,  plays  tennis 
or  golf  or  participates  in  other  physical  activities.  On 
the  other  hand,  one  reads,  or  plays  or  listens  to 
music,  or  goes  to  the  theater  or  to  the  movies.  All  of 
these  directly  involve  the  Arts;  and  the  better 
educated  we  are  artistically,  the  better  able  we  are  to 
utilize  the  stimuli  of  these  various  media  to  the  fullest. 

There  is  a  need  for  a  balance  between  academics, 
athletics  and  the  Arts;  they  complement  and  enhance 
each  other.  I  practice  what  I  preach.  I  try  to  remain 
an  artist  and  an  athlete  who  can  still  do  math  work 
and  talk  about  wave  theory. 

Part  of  the  reason  for  the  phenomenal  growth  here 
in  participation  in  and  response  to  the  Fine  Arts  pro- 
gram is  due  to  what  is  a  subtle  variation  of  the 
classical  educational  approach  towards  the  Arts.  The 
ideals  are  the  same,  intellectually  and  aesthetically  lof- 
ty, but  instead  of  the  teacher  directing  the  student  up 
the  path  from  far  above,  the  teacher  guides  the  stu- 
dent and  climbs  with  him  towards  the  goal. 

My  musical  education  impressed  upon  me  the  need 
for  the  teacher  to  remain  informed  about  current 
events  and  styles  and,  above  all  else,  to  keep  an  open 


mind.  I  refuse  to  compromise  my  high  standards. 
However,  it  is  so  much  easier  and  more  rewarding  for 
both  student  and  teacher  if  a  commmon  ground  can 
be  established.  Being  able  to  explain  the  evolutionary 
connections  and  relationships  between  a  work  by 
Beethoven  and  a  Scott  Joplin  rag  enables  me  to  quick- 
ly make  contact  with  my  students  and  establish  that 
common  ground  upon  which  the  foundations  are  laid 
and  growth  begins. 

Being  open-minded  as  teachers  is  the  basis  for  our 
fine  arts  program  at  Governor  Dummer.  When  I  ar- 
rived three  years  ago,  I  had  five  private  students  and 
concerts  were  poorly  attended.  Now  between  Ms. 
Julie  Soloway  and  myself  we  have  over  fifty  private 
students  and  the  audiences  are  Standing  Room  Only. 
We  have  many  talented  performers  and  the  competi- 
tion is  brisk.  The  student  performing  organizations 
are  swelling  in  numbers  and  are  dramatically  improv- 
ing. Extra-curricular  activities  include  vocal  quartets 
and  sextets,  a  jazz  quintet  playing  standards,  several 
rock  bands,  two  dance  troupes  and  various  other 
combinations  including  a  dynamic  tap  dancer  and 
piano  duo. 

I  see  our  progress  as  a  single  point  in  the  evolution 
of  what  I  consider  a  successful  program.  Others  see  it 
as  an  unmitigated  triumphal  success.  The  Headmaster, 
various  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  numerous 
parents  and  Allies  all  will  attest  to  a  remarkably  en- 
joyable and  impressive  concert  this  spring,  preceeded 
by  a  bombastic  winter  concert  and  one  of  the  best 
winter  musicals  in  years,  "The  Best  of  Broadway" 
directed  by  Ms.  Soloway. 

In  addition  to  our  gallery  in  Parsons,  we  now  have 
student  art  works  throughout  the  campus.  Com- 
plementing Kittie  Mercer's  fine  instruction  in  studio 
art,  the  industrious  work  of  Birdie  Corcoran  has  done 
wonders  with  the  Freshman  Fine  Arts  course.

Mingled  with  the  drawings,  painting  and  sculptures 
is  the  best  of  student  photography.  The  school  has 
learned  to  rely  upon  its  own  capable  photographers 
for  the  newspaper,  the  yearbook,  for  general  enjoy- 
ment and  indeed,  even  here  in  the  Archon. 

The  drama  program,  whose  strong  reputation  is  of 
long  standing,  has  in  the  past  been  the  backbone  of 
our  arts  program  and  is  currently  in  a  state  of  transi- 
tion. A  new  highly-qualified  director  has  been  named. 
Several  electronic  acquisitions  and  restorations  have 
been  made.  The  Class  of  '81,  as  their  gift  to  the 
school,  donated  money  towards  new  backdrop  cur- 
tains for  the  stage. 

The  dance  program  under  the  direction  of  Pamela 
DelGenio  enjoyed  a  successful  year  which  ended  with 
an  exuberant  recital  before  a  packed  house  in  the 
wrestling  room!  The  competition  was  fierce  for  en- 
trance into  the  program  and  cuts  were  made  as  they 
would  be  made  in  any  athletic  team  tryout.  This  is  a 
physically  demanding  course,  and  participants  not  on- 
ly benefit  artistically  but  also  receive  credit  towards 
their  athletic  requirements. 

The  Fine  Arts  Department,  in  addition,  helped  to 
arrange  numerous  concerts  and  workshops  and  was 
supported  and  inspired  by  a  rare  caliber  of  performers 
this  year. 

The  New  England  Conservatory  Scholarship  String 
Quartet  performed  magically  and  transfixed  what  can 
be  a  somewhat  restless  audience  by  the  brilliance  of 
their  technique  and  the  clarity  of  their  music.  Double- 
billed  with  the  NEC  String  Quartet  was  North  Wind, 
a  jazz  quartet  with  members  of  the  Jimmy  Gruffre 
Trio  and  the  George  Russell  Sextet. 

This  spring  the  school  was  graced  by  the  Bob  Elkjer 
Quintet  comprised  of  some  of  New  York's  and 
Boston's  finest  young  jazz  players.  To  quote  Mr. 
Ragle  "It  was  the  finest  jazz  music  I  have  heard  in  the 
area  for  years."  And  the  students  loved  it,  too. 

These  exciting  additions  to  the  artistic  and  general 
educational  experience  provide  the  necessary  inspira- 
tion to  further  stimulate  our  already  growing  pro- 
grams.

One  thing  must  be  said  about  the  Governor  Dum- 
mer  audience.  They  are  unique  in  the  fact  that  they 
are  genuinely  enthusiatic  and  give  incredible  response 
to  performers,  who  in  turn  respond  by  happily  put- 
ting their  all  into  their  performances.  I  have  seen  the 
professionals  look  at  each  other  with  surprised  looks 
of  disbelief  and  pleasure  upon  receiving  a  tumultous 
round  of  applause  after  their  first  number.  They  are 
used  to  polite,  staid,  sometimes  bored  audiences,  and 
all  this  wild  applause  makes  them  feel  magnificent. 
An  unusual  concert  is  thus  guaranteed. 

The  GDA  audience  responds  in  this  manner  for  its 
own,  too.  Student  performances  are  sometimes 
traumatic,  especially  if  in  the  case  of  a  debut  or  a 
solo,  but  the  thunderous  applause  always  makes  all 
that  went  before  worth  it  for  the  student.  Applause  is, 
no  doubt,  an  intoxicating  reward. 

The  State  of  the  Arts  is  healthy  and  growing  here  at 
Governor  Dummer.  I  realize  that  my  readers  are 
repeatedly  encouraged  and  implored  to  support  the 
school  in  many  other  ways;  I  encourage  and  implore 
you  to  support  the  Arts,  as  well,  by  any  possible 
means. 

The  Arts  programs  are  reaching  out  and  making 
this  school  a  happier  and  healthier  place  to  be.  People 
are  getting  involved  and  excited.  That  is  what  makes 
remarkable  progress  possible.

Annual  Fund  Breaks  All  Records 

"The  Governor  Dummer  Annual  Fund  has  shattered 
every  existing  fund-raising  record  in  the  school's 
history,"  announced  National  Annual  Fund  Chairman 
Tim  Greene,  '50,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Alumni 
Association. 

"There  has  never  been  stronger  support  from  alum- 
ni, current  and  past  parents,  friends,  foundations  and 
corporations;  and  this  fact  surely  reflects  positively  on 
the  school  and  all  those  connected  with  it,"  continued 
Greene. 

With  a  final  total  of  $193,625  the  Annual  Fund  ex- 
ceeded its  $150,000  goal  by  $43,625  and  had  a  36% 
increase  over  the  1980  total  of  $142,000.  Although  the 
final  breakdowns  have  not  yet  been  tallied,  it  is  clear 
that  not  only  did  more  dollars  come  into  the  school 
but  also  significantly  more  people  than  ever  par- 
ticipated. 

"Over  the  past  several  years  the  Annual  Fund  had 
provided  the  critical  margin  of  safety  in  allowing  the 
school  to  balance  its  budget  without  jeopardizing  the 
strength  of  the  educational  program.  The  GDA  family 
has  realized  the  importance  of  its  investment  in  the 
school,  and  more  and  more  people  are  joining  the  ef- 
fort," reflected  Greene,  who  is  also  his  class  agent. 

The  1981  Annual  Report  will  summarize  in  detail 
the  progress  made  and  the  impact  that  the  numerous 
volunteers  have  given  this  year.    "Without  our  class 
agents,  telephoners,  parent  solicitors,  trustees  and  all 
the  rest,  our  success  would  be  greatly  limited,"  accor- 
ding to  Trustee  and  Development  Committee  Chair- 
man Josiah  Welch,  '47.  "Our  thanks  go  to  all  those 
who  have  played  such  a  vital  role.  See  you  next  year 
when  (with  continued  support  from  all  of  the  GDA 
family)  our  $200,000  goal  will  become  attainable."

Parents  Fund  Achieves  $60,000  Goal 

The  1980-81  Governor  Dummer  Parents  Fund  con- 
tinues to  demolish  every  previous  fund-raising  record; 
it  has  achieved  its  goal  of  $60,000  in  parent  gifts  and 
over  66%  in  parent  participation. 

The  success  of  the  fund  has  been  well  documented 
over  the  course  of  the  year  and  its  strengths  have 
been  highlighted.  The  fact  is  that  in  1981  the  parents 
have  responded  in  brilliant  fashion  to  the  requests  for 
voluntary  support.

Construction  begins  in  Pierce  where  a  new  faculty  apart- 
ment is  being  created  because  of  the  success  of  "Milestones". 

Each  headline  in  the  "Milestones"  Reporter 
this  year  has  proclaimed  the  progress  of  the  cam- 
paign—"$500,000  to  go!"  or  "$400,000  will  win  cam- 
paign!". Now,  with  only  a  few  more  weeks  (from  this 
writing)  to  the  official  end  of  "Milestones",  the 
headline  for  the  Reporter  (if  one  were  to  be  published) 
would  read  "$75,000  will  win  campaign!" 

The  recent  outpouring  of  support  to  "Milestones" 
from  alumni,  parents,  foundations  and  businesses  has 
been  heartening  and  generous,  and  with  a  final  surge 
of  activity  to  contact  the  Academy's  supporters  and 
friends  during  the  final  days  of  the  campaign  op- 
timism reigns  high  that  the  goal  will  be  reached,  if  not 
surpassed. 

This  spring  foundation  grants  were  received  from 
the  Stevens'  Foundation  to  be  applied  towards  the 
overall  goals  of  the  campaign,  the  George  I.  Alden 
Trust  in  Worcester  to  paritally  fund  renovation  and 
expansion  of  the  library  and  the  DeWitt  Wallace  Fund 
to  establish  the  Reader's  Digest  Endowed  Scholarship 
Fund. 

The  alumni  of  Governor  Dummer  should  feel  ex- 
tremely good  for  their  Alma  Mater,  believes  Dick 
Phippen  '38,  National  Campaign  Chairman,  "and 
parents  and  friends  should  share  that  feeling."  "The 
total  amount  of  gifts  and  pledges  has  increased  from 
$1.2  million  in  October,  1980  to  $1,925  million  in 
June,  1981  (in  addition  to  a  record  year  for  the  An- 
nual Fund)  Mr.  Phippen  reports.  "We  are  so  close," 
observes  the  Chairman  "that  I  hope  every  person  who 
has  not  made  a  gift  will  consider  very  thoughtfully 
what  they  may  do."

Friends  of  the  Academy  will  be  pleased  to  know 
that  this  past  spring  Governor  Dummer  received  two 
substantial  bequests  and  several  alumni,  parents  and 
friends  have  said  that  they  have  included  Governor 
Dummer  Academy  in  their  will  or  expressed  their  in- 
tentions to  do  so. 

In  this  article  we  want  to  focus  on  the  advantages 
of  donating  appreciated  securities,  another  common 
form  of  giving. 

If  you  make  a  gift  of  securities,  you  will  realize  a 
charitable  deduction  in  your  income  tax  return  equal 
to  the  full  market  value  of  the  securities.  If  you  make 
a  gift  of  appreciated  securities  you  also  will  avoid  the 
tax  on  captial  gains  which  you  would  pay  if  you  were 
to  sell  the  securities.  In  order  to  deduct  the  full  ap- 
preciated value  of  the  securities,  you  must  have  own- 
ed them  for  more  than  twelve  months.  Generally  your 
deduction  in  any  one  year  for  a  gift  of  appreciated 
securities  may  not  exceed  30%  of  your  adjusted  gross 
income.  Any  excess  may  be  carried  over  and  deducted 
subject  to  the  same  limitation  in  the  next  five  years 
until  the  excess  has  been  fully  deducted. 

Mrs.  Jones  is  in  the  40%  tax  bracket  now.  The 
value  of  her  stock  in  ABC  Corporation  has  increas- 
ed to  the  point  that  realized  capital  gains  would  put 
her  in  a  higher  tax  bracket.  So  she  plans  to  give  the 
stock  outright.  This  way  she  can  avoid  the  capital 
gains  tax  entirely.  She  can  also  deduct  the  full  cur- 
rent fair  market  value  of  the  stock  as  a  charitable 
contribution. 

There  are  two  methods  of  giving  securities  to 
Governor  Dummer  Academy.  The  first  and  preferred 
method  is  to  inform  your  broker,  or  custodian,  of 
your  decision  to  give  the  securities  to  the  Adademy. 
Please  instruct  him/her  to  notify  the  Development  Of- 
fice, Governor  Dummer  Academy  and  to  ask  for  in- 
structions as  to  sale  or  delivery  of  the  stocks.  The  se- 
cond method  would  be  to  send  the  certificates  without 
endorsement  (therefore  not  negotiable)  by  first  class 
mail  to  the  Director  of  Development,  Governor  Dum- 
mer Academy.  Under  separate  cover  send  a  stock 
power  signed  in  blank  (donor's  signature  only,  and  no 
date). 

People  give  for  one  basic  reason — to  help  those  in- 
stitutions they  believe  in  and  which  are  deserving.
